OUR SHIPBUILDING INDUSTRY. 
ee 

Those of us who have had an opportunity 
of following closely the progress of tocal 
shipbuilding during the past few years, and 
watching its effect upon the commercial and 
industrial progress of the Colony; cannot 
fail to have observed that, while at times in 
the old days, the affairs of the Hongkong 
and Whampoa Dock Co., [td.. seemed to be 
plunged in gloom there always lay at the 
bottom a steady undercurrent of confidence 
among those mnst competent to judge. It is 
not too svon fur thosé who only glance at the 
surroundings to perceive just to what extent 
this feeling of confidence is being justified, 
and av impartial observer cannot fail to 
observe the steady progress which is being

A TRIAD THREAT

TO LANTAO FISHERMAN, 


“A, tale, recalling the’ peril to which native 
fishermen were exposed in the early days of 
the Colony, was unfolded at the Police Court 
this morning when-Mr, J. H. Kemp investigal- 
ed charges brought against members of the 
Tiiid Society in respect of the recent raid at 
Tai Ocreek, on Lantao. Island. Four rough 
looking individuals were placed in the dock to 
answer a charge of attempting to obtain money 
by menace, Each of them at once denied it. 
Deputy Superintendent Mr E. R. Halifax 
conducted the prosecution ‘on behalf of the 
Pilice, the Assistant Superintendent, Mr, P, P+ 
}. Wodehouse, being present in Court during 
the hearing of the case. According to the 
story related by numerous witnesses, it appears 
that at elght o'clock onthe morning of the 6th 
‘Inst, several men, belonging to the Triad 
Society, arrived at Tai O creek, on the west 
fide of Lantao Island, and went to Tong Kai 
 Fav’s fishing boat which was moored close to 
the shore. They told him that they wanled 
$100 from him, but he refused to give them any 
assistance as several years before members of 
the Society had borrowed money of him which 
they re‘used to repay, The people then left 
saying they w.uld return later, and at eleven 
clock the same morning they returned with 
morethana hundred reinforcements who arrived 
in seven large boats. They nfoored on the 
opposite side of the creek to which the fisher. 
man was and were unable to get across owing

of Lunwangmyso. The enemy confronting the

and a bavtery of artillery. Fighting was suse 
pended for the night and the Japanese bivou- 
acked. According. to the Russians taken 
prisoners, the enemy planned to muster a 
brigade force at A convenient point and make 
a night’ attack, © This plin failed, however, 
as only one regiment responded to the order, 
the rest losing their way on the warch. On 
the 1gth the enemy resumed their fire, and the 
Japanese arlillery, concentrated its fire on the 
elevation of Lungwangmyao, In the course of 
this fighting the Kussians were continually re- 
inforced until they had over one brigade of in- 
faniry and about three batteries of artillery 
engaged. Asthey threatened {o take the offen- 
sive, another column of Japanese, which was 
advancing side Ly side with the division, assist- 
ed and a desperate engagement ensued. 

At about rt a.m.a battalion.of Russian infan- 


try charged,and the Japanese received them with 
fixed bry onets. 


‘There was then some hand-to- 
hand fighting of a particularly bloody character, 
Ifa Japanese thrust a Russian through the body, 
he was himself bayonetied by another Russian. 
A Japanese officer severed the right arm of a 
Russian officer; and was hunself disabled by 
another Russian. A Russian ensign of the 
second sepiment of the East Siberian Fusiliers 
was cut down, and when a charge was made by 
his nen some of them hesitated to advance, 
and the young officer fiercely struck two or 
three of them in order to force them on, but 
the charge was unsuccesful, When the Rus- 
sians were beaten, the « fficer beheaded two or 
three of his men who were lying wounded, to 
prevent them from falling into the hands of 
the Japanese, and then he cut his own throat 


-and.died on the spot, 


The Japanese who fought in this direction 
faced a force double their number and were: 
successful, ‘Shorily afler 12 n00n on the 1sth 
the enemy at and about Lungwangmyao ceased 
firing, and in about an hour began to retreat, 
‘The Japanese occupied the elevation by ‘about 
1.30 pm., but fighting was still in progress. 
They directed their fi'e to the retreating enemy 
in the valleys, and a considerable number of 
Russians were shot down, Even at this time, 
however, a body of Russians faced the lapanese 
and charged, when every one of they fell 
before a deadly rifle fire. By 7 p.m. the enemy 
was driven away and firing ceased. The divi- 
sion took quarters in the houses of the adjoin- 
ing villages, and so spent the night. The- 
Russian dead left on the field and interred by 
the division numbered 1,700. Seventeen guns, 
in addition -to a number of cages of cartridges, 
8co rifles, and a Jarge aint of fodder were
